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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 22 December 2003 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the examiner has considered the 
information disclosure statement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Namburi et al 
(U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0150620) 

The Namburi et al reference discloses particulate pharmaceutical compositions 
comprising a core material coated with itraconazole (See Abstract). Material that is suitable for 
use in the cores include sucrose and microcrystalline cellulose (See Section 0020). The cores 
may range in size from 100 to 1000 microns in diameter (See Section 0019). The cores are then 
coated with a solution comprising itraconazole and a water-soluble polymer such as 
hydroxypropylmethylcellulose (HPMC) (See Sections 0010 and 0024). In one embodiment, the 
particulate compositions are formulated where the itraconazole is present in an amount ranging 
from 5% to 40% by weight; the core material is present in an amount ranging from 10% to 50% 
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by weight; and the water-soluble polymer is present in an amount ranging from 10% to 80% by 
weight (See Section 001 1). The composition may further processed for formulation into gelatin 
capsules or blended with excipients to form tablets (See Section 0030). 

The functional claim limitations in Claims 22-30 that recite the pharmacokinetic 
properties of the instantly claimed composition are not considered patentable over the prior art. 
The prior art has disclosed the components of the instantly claimed invention and as such, the 
functional claim language is considered an inherent part of the prior art disclosure, since a 
composition cannot stand apart from its properties.
